Future of defunct 
stations uncertain

A defunct and boarded-up service station could, literally, remain forever in 
its protective wrapping of plywood and its aura of disuse — so long as its signs 
and its underground gas tanks have been removed. 


Only provisions of Lompoc’s property nuisance ordinance can be invoked 
after those acts of minor surgery have been performed to reaffirm the public’s 
interest in being tidy. 


Lompoc has three stations in mothballs and another that seems to be hover­ 
ing on the brink of closing down. Of the three that have already bit the 
economic dust, two are boarded up and the third sits naked with its expanses of 
glass window peering out at the passing scene. Any day now the plywood will 
get it. 


Service stations are not high on the list of possibilities. One salesman put it 
simply: “ We sure don’t need any more service stations.’’ He said the city’s 
restrictive zoning and land use laws had discouraged some potential oil com­ 
pany operators. “ Many operators want to do heavy automotive work and that s 
not possible now in commercial and planned development zones," he said. 


Lompoc has 23 stations with gas still running through their hoses. Two more 
stations have been converted to other uses, one for the sale of tires and another 
for the sale of mobile homes. 
That’s the service station scene today, a far cry from the heyday of just a 
few years ago when there were ft stations in the city, but still, adequate. 
All three of the defunct stations have had their signs and underground tanks 
removed. Law requires signs to be removed in 30 days, but the tanks can re­ 
main for up to one year. Fire department regulations, however, require that 
any underground tank must be properly secured with safety conditions after 90 
days. 
The future of defunct service station properties remains uncertain. One 
source told this reporter that the long defunct station at the Wye, north of Lom­ 
poc, was still being leased by an oil company, hence the attomey-owner felt no 
immediate need to sell his property. 
Prime service station property, once commanding high prices is now going 
at bargain prices. 
Prices on three former station properties now range from $30,000 to $40,000, 
according to some real estate sources. That’s one half of previous prices. None 
of the properties in Lompoc is multiple listed, because buyers are not lining up 
to bid on them. 
In the meantime, city officials keep a wary eye out for proper maintenance 
of the defunct properties.

The special debate rule "is extremely 
irresponsible,” he said, because “we will 
be writing legislation on the floor of the 
House. That, first of all, is very difficult 
and second of all results in very bad 
legislation.”

Parent and teacher opposition to 
school closures itensified this week as 
the hour neared for the crucial hearing 
before Lompoc Unified School District 
Board of Trustees. 
The hearing has been scheduled for 
Tuesday, 7 p.m. in Lompoc High School 
cafeteria. Trustees will hear testimony 
and then act on recommendations for 
closing one or more schools. 
On the block are La Mesa, Miguelito 
and El Camino Schools. The latter is un­ 
der consideration because of a prin­ 
cipals’ committee view that the school 
has a racial imbalance, while the former 
are pinpointed because of their low 
enrollment. 
The issues were highlighted a week 
ago in the same setting, when an es­ 
timated 350 persons, most of them op­ 
posed to closures, expressed their views 
on the proposed cutbacks. 


Here are the options that the school 
board will address: 1) Close La Mesa 
School, transferring K-3 students to Los 
Berros and 4-6 grade students to Buena 
Vista, for a projected saving of $62,026. 
2) Close La Mesa School, transferring all 
the students to Los Berros School in Mis­ 
sion Hills, for a projected saving of 
$56,665. 3) Close E l Camino School, for a 
projected saving of $85,467. 4) Close 
Miguelito School for a projected saving 
of $66,749. 
Despite the emphasis on the dollar 
amounts which administrators say are 
involved, the school board has said 
economies are not the only spur for 
change.

LUSAKA, Zambia (U P I) - A 
spokesman for a Western backed Angolan 
army predicted today that Soviet- 
supported forces will launch a major of­ 
fensive this week to commemorate the 
opening of the Marxists’ guerrilla war 15 
years ago. 
“ We are ready for their new attack,” 
said a spokesman for the National Union 
for the Total Independence of Angola.

Why did the President of the 
United States call The Record 
office to find out who is the 
Mayor of Lompoc? 
The question that has had a 
number of persons curious for a 
couple of weeks has been 
answered by a letter that 
arrived for Mayor Art Scott 
from the White House the other 
day. 
“I am writing,” said Presi­ 
dent Gerald R. Ford’s personal­ 
ly signed letter, “to provide you 
a further explanation of one of 
my job creation proposals con­ 
tained in the State of the Union 
message and to indicate how 
the City of Lompoc could 
benefit.” 
The President describes how 
his proposal utilizes tax incen­ 
tives to encourage construction 
of new facilities or expansion of 
old facilities in areas Jhat 
recorded an average unemploy­ 
ment rate of seven per cent or 
greater for the 1975 calendar 
year. 
"Specifically,” said Ford, 
“the plan provides very rapid 
amortization of non-residential 
building and capital equipment. 
Buildings may be amortized 
over a period equal to one-half 


their usable life. New capital 
equipment for new or expanded 
facilities may be amortized 
over five years. In addition, the 
full investment tax credit will 
be allowed on such capital 
projects ... in qualifying areas 
begun after Jan. 19, 1976 and 
before Jan. 20,1977 and that are 
completed within 36 monthi.” 
The President notes that 
complete labor data for 1975 are 
not yet available, but that based 
on a preliminary examination 
of available information, “The 
defined labor market area in 
which Lompoc is included is 
likely to qualify for the 
program.” 
President Ford concludes, “I 
sincerely hope you will consider 
the possibility of lending the 
support of your industrial and 
commercial development staff 
to encourage business in your 
community to accelerate their 
expansion and modernization 
plans. It is vitally important 
that federal, state and local 
governments work jointly to 
improve our nation’s unemploy­ 
ment situation.”

Myers said the murder of CIA 
agent Richard Welch and leaks 
during current congressional 
inquiries into intelligence 
operations “makes it most 
urgent that we take positive ac­ 
tion to protect the lives of our 
intelligence personnel.”

A deeply deadlocked legisla­ 
ture will also continue to work 
on finding a way to finance the 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board through June or face the 
demise of the first-of-a-kind 
board. 
The governor has sent the 
legislature an emergency ap­ 
propriation to keep the board 
operating until July 1, but it 
was blocked in the Senate. 
The five-member board, its 
original $1.3 million budget ex­ 
hausted and a loan of $1.25 
million running out, said it will 
hold its last farm labor union 
representation election Friday. 
Assembly speaker Leo T. Mc­ 
Carthy, D-San Francisco, said 
he saw no end to the stalemate. 
One effort to rush through a bill 
has already been turned back. 
"We’re blocked procedurally 
right now and probably won’t do 
anything for at least three 
weeks,” he said.

The lawyer said Miss Hearst, 
daughter of San Francisco Ex­ 
aminer president Randolph 
Hearst, believes “It is entirely 
feasible to get a fair and impar­ 
tial jury.” 
U.S. District Judge Oliver 
Carter was to resume his 
questioning this morning of 
veniremen. Sixteen tentative 


jurors have been accepted, and 
attorneys for both sides said 
they felt the process of 
selecting 12 persons and four 
alternates will be completed by 
Wednesday 
The defense will have a right 
to exercise 10 peremptory 
challenges and the prosecution 
six. 
Miss Hearst, 21, was charged 
with being a member of a Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army team 
which held up a San Francisco 
branch bank in April, 1974 — 
about two months after the 
small terrorist group kidnaped 
her from a Berkeley, Calif., 
apartment. 
The defense previously said it 
would try to prove the SLA 
brainwashed her into rejecting 
her quiet life as a University of 
California student and becom­ 
ing a gun-carrying revolu­ 
tionary.

Soviets may seek 


currency sources 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Big 
Soviet imports of American 
grain this year may force 
Moscow to hunt for additional 
sources of hard currency to pay 
its bills, an Agriculture Depart­ 
ment analyst said today. 
Soviet grain imports in the 
wake of Russia's 1975 crop dis­ 
aster are expected to reach 
more than $2 billion by June, 
economist Judy Goldich said in 
comments published by the 
department’s Foreign Agricul­ 
tural Service. 
To pay for these and other 
food imports, she said, Soviet 
authorities need substantially 
more hard currency than they 
can earn from their own ex­ 
ports. 
The Soviet trade deficit with 
the United States, West Ger­ 
many, France, Italy and Japan 
in January-June, 1975, was es­ 
timated at $1.8 billion and the 
total probably has been raised 
“considerably” by grain orders 
placed since June, the econo­ 
mist said. 
Miss Goldich said the Soviet 
Union, which is ineligible for 
export credits granted by the 
Agriculture 
Department 
to 
many other countries, including 
Poland, has covered its pay­ 
ments gaps by a combination of 
gold sales and loans in hard 
currency areas, including Euro­ 
pe.

Marines defended 
against assertions 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Re­ 
porting “the troops are looking 
good,” Marine Corps Com­ 
mandant Louis H. Wilson today 
defended the Marines’ historic 
role as an amphibious assault 
force against assertions the 
corps’ present military role is 
outmoded. 
“If we expect diplomatic ef­ 
forts to be effective, we must 
maintain a capability to defend 
these interests whenever and 
wherever necessary,” Gen. 
Wilson told the House Armed 
Services Committee in 34-page 
prepared statement. 
“Yet we cannot maintain pre 
positioned forces ineverypoten­ 
tial overseas crisis area... This 
is the principal reason why the 
United States has a continuing 
need for its Fleet Marine 
Forces — instantly ready and 
highly mobile — to provide the 
Nation’ only major capability 
of forcible entry. 
“The need for this capability 
in crisis management is fun­ 
damental.” 
A report by the Brookings In­ 
stitution — “Where does the 
Marine Corps go from here?” 
— asserted the traditional role 
of amphibious assault was out­ 
moded, and urged the Marine 
Corps to adapt to modern 
technological warfare. 


Gen 
Wilson promised the 
committee a report by March 1 
re-examining Marine Corps 
force structure in relations to 
the needs of the 1980s. 


But he also disclosed he con­ 
sidered $41.9 million targeted 
for research and development 
to be a limited resource and 
“primarily for programs in 
support of our statutory deve­ 
lopment responsibility ~~ I.e., 
landing force requirements for 
amphibious operations.” 
Wilson, nevertheless, 
reported the Corps is in good 
shape: 
“Tens of thousands of today's 
Marines are as good or better’ 
than any who have ever worn 
the uniform: 
smarter, 
stronger, well-motivated and 
well-led. 
“In a word, the troops are 
looking good,” he said. “They 
are ready.” 
The Brookings report said the 
Marines were primarily an* 
amphibious force and noted - 
that the last opposed amphibi­ 
ous landing was at Inchon, 
Korea, in 1950

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Hooded theives steal 
119 famed Picassos 


AVIGNON, France (UPI) — A "nouveau riche” art collec­ 
tor in the Middle East, South America or Japan may have 
hired the three hooded thieves who stole 119 Picasso 
paintings from Avignon's Palace of the Popes, detectives 
said today. 
Police based the theory on experts’ statements the pain­ 
tings, although unsigned, were so well known and catalogued 
no legitimate buyer would purchase them. 
The works — donated to Avignon by the Spanish master 
shortly before his death in April, 1973 - are insured for M.75 
million but considered priceless. 
Authorities had only two slim leads in the Saturday nitfit 
raid, considered the biggest art theft in France since World 
War II and possibly the largest number of paintings ever 
stolen at one time. 
"There was a white truck in the vicinity when the crime 
was committed and the three men (thieves) had heavy 
Spanish accents,” a police inspector said. But, he added, "In 
southern France half the population has Spanish accents.” 
Last week was a bleak one for French art museums. Eight 
days ago, 125 Picasso lithographs valued at $525,000 were 
stolen from the Robert Guiot Gallery in Paris. 
Shortly after police announced the latest Picasso theft, 
they said "The Virgin and the Child,” a 14th century painting 
believed painted by a student of Giotto, was stolen in broad 
daylight from the Louvre. 
Detectives said today they had two possible motives in the 
Avignon case A spokesman said the thieves may have been 
hired by a collector "probably among the world’s nouveau 
riche in the Middle East, South America or Japan.” 
Or the band might try to ransom the paintings to the town 
of Avignon and the insurance company, he said. However, no 
ransom demand has yet been made. 
Three hooded gunmen hid in the courtyard of the turreted, 
14th century palace when the Picasso exhibit closed Satur­ 
day night. They beat up three guards, then broke into the 
palace’s Grand Chapel, where 201 Picassos done in the later 
years of the master’s life have been on display since 1973. 
The band removed 119 canvases, loaded them into a van 
and disappeared into the night. 
Art expert Christian Roden said the theft "may be the 
largest number of paintings ever stolen at one time but in 
value it doesn’t compare with the 1974 Beit robbery in 
Ireland.”

Snowstorm blows 
into Northeast

A potent snowstorm swept 
into the Northeast today to ex­ 
tend a white Groundhog Day 
greeting to the nation's most 
famous groundhog and spring­ 
like thunderstorms hit portions 
of the southeast, raining on 
groundhogs of less repute.

White water 
recreation 
plan revealed 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Improving white-water recra- 
tion on seven Northern Cali­ 
fornia rivers has been proposed 
to make up for the loss of a pop­ 
ular boating stretch on the 
Stanislaus River. 
The im provem ents were 
recommended to the U.S. Army 
Corps of E ngineers in a 
weekend report by a special 
com m ittee it formed to 
investigate opportunities to 
mitigate the flooding on nine 
miles of the Stanislaus with the 
construction of the new 
Melones Dam near Sonora. 
Listed as locations to com­ 
pensate for the loss were the 
South Fork of the American 
River and portions of the Bear, 
Mokelumne, Yuba, Tuolumne, 
North Fork of the Feather 
River and Cache Creek 
The committee, headed by 
Richard C. Roberts of Oakland, 
urged the Corps of Engineers to 
enhance boating on the rivers 
by guaranteeing water flows, 
especially on weekends, provid­ 
ing public access points, 
sanitary and picnic facilities. In 
several instances, river levels 
are affected by releases from 
upstream reservoirs. 
The report said all seven 
rivers should be improved 
because "there is no single 
river in California offering 
suitable replacement for the 
Stanislaus,” said Roberts, a 
boat-builder and conservation 
chairman of the American 
Canoe Association in submit­ 
ting 
the 
c o m m i t t e e 
recommendations.

It was a game where heroes were goats and goats were 
heroes, starters were spectators and spectators were 
startled, and everyone was in a general state of disbelief. 
Eight of the game’s original 10 starters, as well as two 
subs, had fouled out by the time Evans clinched the game by 
hitting two free throws with 10 seconds left in overtime No 6 
to give Lompoc a three-point lead Righetti scored a futile 
last-second basket. 
Each team was ddwn to its last five eligible players at the 
end of the ganrfe.

Evans hits long 
jumper; Righetti’s Bess hits free throw; Evans comes back 
with a driving layup and Lompoc trails by one with 26 se­ 
conds Marv Henson, recovering from the flu, is fouled on a 
rebound with five seconds left and goes to the line to shoot 
two. He misses the first, makes the second to tie. 
No. 4 — Oliveira scores first, but Humbert and Brad 
Johnson score back-to-back Santiago ties it up 80-80, and 
Oliveira misses a 1-and-l Henson and Evans miss shots as 
time runs out. 
No. 5 — Santiago misses 1-and-l; Humbert scores on 
rebound, Santiago hits inside; Johnson hits jumper; San­ 


tiago scores on rebound; Evans misses 15-footer in last se­ 
conds 
No. 6 — Tony Jackson (Lompoc) misses 1-and-l; Santiago 
fouls out; Johnson hits jumper; Gillaland (Righetti) scores 
inside; Henson hits two free throws; Humbert hits both ends 
of 1-and-l for 9<U6 lead with 51 seconds left , Cahill (Righet­ 
ti) misses two freebies; Righetti player is fouled by 
Humbert (his fifth) and hits one of two freebies, Gillaland 
scores with 20 seconds left to make it 90-89. With 10 seconds 
left, Evans is fouled and sinks both ends of Land-1. Gillaland 
scores inside with seven seconds left. 
Towards the end, the action, understandably, was often as 
sloppy as a sixth grade pickup game. Humbert led the over­ 
time scoring with 11 points, while Santiago had 10 and Evans 
eight. 
After the game, the Braves mostly just sat around the 
dressing room and smiled. 
The Warriors also sat around for a long time, but without 
smiles. They listened to a harsh lecture from coach Bob 
Owens and probably wondered about the injustice of life. 
Just two days previous Righetti had lost to San Marcos in 
overtime, 7048, on a desperate tip-in at the buzzer. 
For the Warriors, it was a week, as Grace Slick sang,

Vets elect 
3 to 'Fame 


NEW YORK UPI) - Roger Connor, a 
slugger from a dead ball era of the 
1890s, and Fred Lindstrom, a hard­ 
hitting third baseman for the New York 
Giants in the 1920s, were elected to the 
Hall of Fame today along with Umpire 
Cal Hubbard by the Baseball Veterans 
Committee. 
The three men unanimous selections 
by the committee of nine members of the 
veterans panel who are allowed to vote 
only on those baseball figures who have 
been retired for more than 20 years. 
Three members of the committee did not 
attend the meeting and seven votes were 
necessary before elections. 
Connor, who played his entire 15-year 
major league career prior to the turn of 
the century, is considered one of 
baseball’s first home run kings. His 131 
lifetime homers stood as the game’s all- 
time standard during the dead ball era 
until the advent of Babe Ruth in the 
1920s. 


Connor died in 1931 at the age of 73. 


Lindstrom, a hard-hitting third 
baseman during the 1920s and ’30s — 
mostly with the New York Giants, batted 
.311 over 13 major league seasons. In his 
best season. 1930, he batted .379 for the 
Giants with 22 homers and 106 RBI. 
Although not regarded as a power hitter, 
he drove in over 90 runs in three other 
seasons too. 


Dennis Katsuda, Lompoc’s scrappy 95- 
pounder, won all three of his matches 
and was named the meet’s Outstanding 
Wrestler in the lower weight classes. 
Charles Cheney won the 103-pound title 
by holding his opponents scoreless in 
three matches. Other Lompoc winners 
were Lester Huyck (135), Leonard 
Huyck (145) and Steve Miliate (165). 
Jimmy Jacobs (120), Carey Small 
(138) and Mike Rivera (hvy) took se­ 
conds. Third place finishes went to Tony 
Rider (175) and David Holmes (191). 


Olympic skiers 
protest course; 
prompt change 


INNSBRUCK, 
AUSTRIA (UPI) - 
Four days before the men’s Olympic 
downhill race— the "blue ribbon” event 
of the Games—a row has erupted among 
Alpine skiers about Austrian efforts to 
shape the course to the needs of their 
star, Franz Klammer. 


“It’s a scandal,” one of Klammer’s 
West German rivals said. “They wanted 
to make shameless use of their home ad­ 
vantage." 


Kuno Messmann, the West German 
chief coach, said, “We would not com­ 
pete here unless the course were 
modified.” 


All non-Austrian competitors com­ 
plained that the downhill course on the 
Patscherkofel mountain was changed 
into a straighter and faster track to suit 
Klammer. 


At a meeting of team managers, the 
Austrians were overruled and the course 
was modified by re setting five control 
gates to make it slower and safer. 


Scott Henderson, Canada’s chief 
coach, said, “The course was inadequate 
for Olympic competition because it hard­ 
ly included any technical difficulties. It 
was nothing but a steep ski highway for 
daredevils. After the modification, it 
looks much better."

Buellton $500,000 water 
grant turned down by FHA

An ap p lica tio n by the 
Buellton Community Services 
District for a $500,000 grant 
from the Farmers Home Ad­ 
ministration to construct a 
water treatment plant as part 
of an overall plan to double the 
town’s water supply has been 
turned down. 
District officials were told 
last Friday by John Wilson, 
regional director of the FHA in 
San Francisco, that the district 
is ineligible to receive the grant 
funds. 
Whether the door on receiv­ 
ing aid in some form from the 
FHA is closed is not certain, 
however. 
Wilson indicated he or a 
representative of his office, 
would be happy to sit down with 
the district board to explain the 
FHA decision and to discuss 
other possible financing alter­ 
natives. 
As a result, Wilson, or a 


member of his staff, will meet 
with the Buellton district board 
Wednesday, Feb. 11, at 8 p.m. 
in the district meeting room. 
Attending, too, will be the dis­ 
trict’s engineer, Robert Flower 
of the firm of U S Grant and 
Son of Santa Barbara. 
Because of the word received 
from Wilson, district officials 
indicated they would have to 
take a ‘‘new look” at the entire 
proposed project which not only 
involves building of the water 
treatment plant, but a 500,000 
gallon reservoir as well. 
Plans call for the construc­ 
tion of the reservoir on a mesa 
north of the community. The 
treatment plant, which would 
process water for both hardness 
and chemicals, was slated to be 
built in the same area in order 
that the supply from the dis­ 
trict’s two wells in the area 
could be used 
Previously the district's ap­ 


plication for the FHA grant had 
won the endorsement of Rep. 
Robert J. Lagomarsino, Super­ 
visor Francis H. Beattie, 
County Fire Marshal Don Oaks, 
Buellton Businessmen's Assn., 
and Buellton Residents' Assn. 
At the present time, it was 
noted, the district has 470 water 
hookups in the community. 
At a recent organizational 
session of the board, Ann 
Hendrick was elected president 
and Stephen Lykken, vice presi­ 
dent. Other board members are 
Wayne Barbarick, Stanley 
Garoutte, and Sid Susman. 
Louise Rogers is district 
secretary. 
Kenneth Updike is district 
manager and Leroy P. Shaw is 
treatment plant operator. 
At the session, the board 
voted a five per cent pay in­ 
crease for district employes 
and awarded a contract in the 
amount of $1884 to Tony Sasso 


for the repaving of the district’s 
building parking area. 
The board also renewed a 
lease with the postal service for 
the Buellton Post Office which 
is located in the district 
building. The new lease is for 
five years at $325 a month. The 
previous three-year lease was 
$200 a month.

Not the way 


Once again the community 
is fa c e d w ith a h ig h ly 
emotional issue generated by 
the school administration — 
w hether or not to clo se 
neighborhood ele m e n tary 
schools in light of declining 
enrollment. 
A public hearing will be held 
tomorrow night on this very 
important issue to the people 
concerned. The hearing will be 
held to consider four options, 
all involving closing one to 
three schools. 
It is our belief that the dis­ 
trict makes this move for a 
single reason — to save money 
in light of a decline in enroll* 
ment from a high of 14,000 to 
11,000. 
If that is the single reason, 
and we have no information to 
believe otherwise, the closing 
of any school is wrong. 
The highest net savings 
from any of the options under 
consideration is $85,467. This 
would be realized, according 
to the district, by the closing 
of El Camino School. The clos­ 
ing of La Mesa School in 
Vandenberg Village had two 
options, once realizing a sav­ 


ings of $62,026 and the other, 
$56,665. T he clo sin g of 
Miguelito School would realize 
a savings of $66,749. If all op­ 
tions were exercised and three* 
schools were closed, the sav­ 
ings would amount in the 
neighborhood of $200,000. 
We sincerely believe that 
elementary schools were built 
in th is d is tric t under a 
“ n e ig h b o r h o o d s c h o o l ” 
philosophy. We would certain­ 
ly like that philosophy to re­ 
main and be fostered. 
We b e l i e v e t h a t the 
traum atic experience con­ 
nected with the closing of any 
elementary neighborhood 
school is not worth the price of 
the savings. 
The school district operates 
with a $17 million budget. It is 
difficult to believe that a 
$200,000 savings couldn’t be 
found in that budget without 
resorting to the emotional 
trauma involved with closing 
an elementary school. 
We know that it is time we 
looked at the problem of the 
taxpayer. The district has 
taken a look but, we believe, a 
look in the wrong place. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Ways and means to 
avoid tax audits 


WASHINGTON - The powerful 
chairman of the tax-writing House Ways 
and Means Committee, Rep. A1 Ullman, 
D-Ore , was marked for a full tax audit 
last spring until he called Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Donald Alex­ 
ander. 
Once he spoke to Alexander about it, 
the audit was bob­ 
tailed and Ullman's 
tax 
form s 
w ere 
pronounced 
satisfac­ 
tory. No additional tax 
was levied. The handl­ 
ing of Ullman varied 
dramatically from the 
thorough going-over 
most taxpayers get 
during an audit. 
Ullman's 
returns 
were flagged by the 
computer under a for­ 
mula which is sup­ 
posed to spot unusual changes in income 
or deductions. Agents routinely notified 
him that he would be audited, which is 
usually a long, painful process. 
As Ullman remembers it, he happened 
to call Alexander on an unrelated matter 
having to do with a lost or misplaced 
check. He mentioned in passing the audit 
of his 1974 returns. 
The timing was coincidental, Ullman 
assured us. But since he had Alexander 
on the phone, as the Congressman tells 
it, he asked him whether the audit could 
be put off a short time. The Internal 
Revenue commissioner, who is beyond 
the telephone reach of ordinary tax­ 
payers, quickly agreed to the brief post­ 
ponement. 
It would be a "totally false and 
erroneous impression” to imply he was 
pressuring Alexander, the Ways and 
Means chairman told us. “At that point, 
you couldn't have kept me from an audit 
at gunpoint,” he said. 
At Ullman’s convenience, Alexander 
personally arranged for two agents to 
drop by the Congressman’s Capitol Hill 
office. According to Ullman, “they 
dragged out all the books and receipts. 
They went through them carefully. All 
was in order.” 
He said the agents made two, possibly 
three visits to look at his papers. Or­ 
dinarily, an audit involves many more 
visits, exhaustive questions and harrow­ 
ing inspections 
In my own case, my books were also in 
order; nevertheless, agents spent a full 
year investigating my returns. Of 
course, this treatment may have been a 
little extreme, since I was high on then- 
President Richard Nixon’s enemies list 
and was also subjected to 11 separate 
Pentagon investigations, illegal CIA sur­ 
veillance, FBI snooping, poison plots and 
other Nixon routines. 
Both Ullman and Alexander professed 
to be scandalized at the very thought that 
Ullman might have received special 
treatment merely because he writes the

tax legislation which Alexander ad­ 
ministers. 
But apparently, Alexander was equally 
solicitous toward Sen. Joseph Montoya, 
D-N.M., chairman of the Senate subcom­ 
mittee which oversees Internal Revenue. 
Alexander reportedly blocked at least 
five efforts to audit Montoya’s returns. 
Treasury Secretary William Simon in­ 
vestigated Alexander’s handling of Mon­ 
toya’s tax case and forwarded his 
findings to the Justice Department 
which has decided Alexander at least 
didn’t violate the law. 


Unlike Ullman, we were unable to 
reach Alexander on the telephone. 
Instead, his special assistant Thomas 
Glynn called back. He said it was 
“ridiculous” to suggest Alexander would 
grant a tax favor to Ullman or anyone 
else and made a veiled threat against us 
if we reported otherwise. 


FOOTNOTE TO HISTORY: During 
the years that Richard Nixon misused 
the Internal Revenue Service, hundreds 
of employes retired in silent disgust. 


The exodus was headed by Commis­ 
sioner Randolph Thrower, himself, who 
resigned in 1971 for reasons that he said 
were “between me and the President.” 
His successor, Johnnie Walters, also 
didn’t last long. 


Before Nixon began using the IRS to 
harass his enemies, the number of 
retirees ran about 1,400 a year. But in 
1971, the year of the enemies list, the 
number jumped to 2,046. 


In 1972, another 2,281 retired, and in 
1973, the number hit 2,306. But after Nix­ 
on resigned in 1974, the number of 
retirees dropped back down to 1,625.

Failor was called 
before an assistant U.S. Attorney by his 
former girlfriend, a young Capitol Hill 
aide, who claimed he beat her so badly 
she had to seek emergency treatment.

Justice insists the case 
was handled routinely. 


DAVIS. CALIFORNIA. - One must 
suppose that, like so many other vague 
psychological maladies plaguing the 
land, the general skepticism on the ques­ 
tion of who killed JFK is really in the 
nature of a cognate question: who really 
ordered Watergate? Who really was 
guilty of aggression at the Tonkin Gulf? 
Who really started the 
Cold War? What were 
the motives of the 
Founding 
Fathers? 
Who-in-the-hell 
(that 
is the idiomatic way of 
putting it) is God, and 
what-in-the-hell is He 
up to? 
Going the rounds of 
the colleges, one 
comes upon a general 
skepticism, the par­ 
ticular formulations of 
which reflect, really, a 
generic bewilderment at least, cynicism 
at worst. Perhaps more than any other 
single concrete question, the question 
arises: Weren’t we all bamboozled by 
the Warren Commission’s Report on the 
killing of JFK? The most popularcurrent 
assault on the Warren Commission is a 
paperback by Robert Sam Anson, a 
detailed examination of which was 
recently published in National Review by 
Mr. David Belin, who served as Counsel 
with the Warren Commission and wrote 
a book reaffirming the findings of the 
Commission a season ago. 
Consider Anson’s handling of the cir­ 
cumstances surrounding the murder of 
Officer Tippit, the other human being 
murdered in Dallas on November 22, 
1963 Both Anson and the Warren Com­ 
mission agree that the murder of Tippit 
was crucial. If Oswald did it, Oswald 
also killed Kennedy unless an inventive 
alternative surpassing the reach of 
current imagination comes through with 
an explanation that provides a sur­ 
realistic alternative. 
Mr. Berlin interviewed Johnny Calvin 
Brewer, the manager of a shoe store in 
the Oak Cliff section of Dallas. Brewer, 
under oath, testified that he was listen­ 
ing to the radio while working in his 
store and heard the news flash that a 
police officer had been shot about eight 
blocks away. He then heard a police 
siren. At that moment a stranger walked 
into the lobby outside the shoe store, 
paused a moment, turned around, 
walked down the street, and entered the 
Texas Theatre, a few doors down. 
Brewer, suspicious, followed him, 
walked into the dark movie theatre, then 
back to the cashier, asking her to call the 
police. The cashier complied, and, the 
police arriving, the houselights inside 
the theatre were turned on. “I looked out 


from the curtains and saw the man,” 
Brewer testified; i.e., the man who had 
dodged into the lobby outside his store 
after Tippet’s killing. 
“Then what happened?” Belin asked 
him. 
He described the police rushing in. 
Several of them surrounded Brewer, and 
asked whether he could identify the 
suspect. Yes, he said, pointing to the 
man he could now recognize, the lights 
having been turned on. 
“Then what did you see?” 
Brewer: “Well, I saw this policeman 
approach Oswald (by this time of course 
the stranger’s name was known) and 
Oswald stood up and I heard some holler­ 
ing ... (and) Oswald hit Patrolman Mc­ 
Donald..." 
Patrolman McDonald knocked Oswald 
back to his seat; Oswald pulled out a 
gun; was overwhelmed, and taken to the 
Dallas Police Station and booked for the 
murder of Officer Tippit. 


Here is Anson’s account, in his best­ 
selling book — the kind of thing the stu­ 
dents get their neuroses from: 


“McDonald couldn’t be sure who he 
was supposed to be looking for. As Mc­ 
Donald scanned the theatre, a man sit­ 
ting near the front spoke up quietly. The 
man the police were looking for, he said, 
was sitting on the ground floor, un the 
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center, about three rows from the back... 
The police had their man. As they led 
him away the man in the front row who 
had fingered him rose from his seat, 
walked outside and quietly disap­ 
peared.” 
In pursuit of Conspiracy, the author 
Anson does his best to conceal from the 
reader the graphic line that led from 
Brewer’s identification of Oswald at the 
shoe store, on through to his identifica­ 
tion of him to the police, including the 
aggressive conduct of Oswald m i being 
questioned. Given this kind of license in 
writing a book, one would not have much 
trouble in casting doubt on whether Neil 
Armstrong set foot on the moon, or 
whether it was really JFK who delivered 
the Inaugural Address that nowadays 
makes Hubert Humphrey and other can­ 
didates for the presidency blush with 
amnesia. 
Why? There is a horrible free- 
enterprise explanation for it. It’s what 
the people want — the students, for in­ 
stance. On CBS’s “60 Minutes,” a former 
executive of CIA reveals that a lecture 
agent told him he could make $10,000 a 
year defending the CIA, and ten times 
that denouncing it. It’s hard, in the 
American tradition, to get mad at con- 
men But easier to get mad at con-men 
who present themselves, as Anson and 
his sponsors do, as devotees of the truth. 


Tough search 


We re going to do an editorial favor to­ 
day for the Lompoc Civic Theater, an in­ 
dustrious group that has been attempting 
for some time now to bring live theater 
to Lompoc. 
The LCT has scheduled for their next 
production, “Cry Havoc,” a drama about 
Army nurses under heavy fire on Bataan 
in the days of General Douglas 
MacArthur’s historic campaign. 
However, in the 
production of this fine 
play, it is important 
that the actors be in 
proper costume. To 
secure the costumes is 
not easy. 
What is needed is 
authentic World War 
II vintage uniforms 
and other World War 
II paraphernalia. 
Walt Dundon, LCT 
producer for the play, sums up his 
frustrations in attempting to find the 
needed items with this story : 
Berry’s World 
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“How do I stay so well informed about impor­ 
tant events? Simple, honey, I read Soap Opera 
DigestT 


“We called the Army’s office of infor­ 
mation in Los Angeles to ask where we 
could find some WWII vintage uniforms 
for the cast. You know what they said? 
They said that for a couple of pageants 
and parades they have had recently, they 
had to tfent uniforms from Western 
Costume!” 
So, no help from the Army. 
Dundon is now putting out an appeal to 
Lompocans for such old items as 
telephone units, stretchers and acetelyne 
lamps used in army field operations, and 
a wash basin or sink of the type used on 
ships. 
Real hard to find, and needed, are 
authentic early World War II duffle bags 
and those dish-type helmets, harking 
back to World War I that were worn in 
1942. 
Dundon and Ed Ewen, LCT business 
manager, took a trip to Camp Roberts in 
their diligent search, and turned up some 
treasures. They were able to borrow 
some ammunition boxes, old steel bunk 
beds ami mattresses, pillows and olive 
drab blankets, some of the latter, 
Dundon said, looking like they had come 
from a real battlefield. Whether or not 
the holes were made frMn shrapnel or 
moths, Dundon didn’t elaborate. 
Another costume detail that remains a 
stubborn problem, howevef, is good old 
army boots for the nurses in the play to 
wear. 
The play will open Feb. 19 and run the 
20, 21, 26, 27, and 28 with curtain time at 
8:30 p.m.

Dear Sir . 
Tonight my eight-year-old son and I 
are home alone. My wife and two teen­ 
age sons are alone also. My wife is in­ 
carcerated in a Santa Barbara jail and 
boys in Juvenile Hall. 
What started out to be an enjoyable 
weekend ended up in an unbelievable 
chain of events that caused our separa­ 
tion Thanks to the S B. County Sheriffs 
and a so-called citizen from Ventura who 
is so busy snooping he ignores the great 
outdoors. 
My sons had planned for weeks to get 
together with a few of their pals and 
camp overnight. Their time for this be­ 
ing limited as their job requires working 
on Saturday. Anyway, the work done, 
truck loaded and they were finally on 
their way late Saturday afternoon. 
My wife and I decided since we hadn’t 
been getting out much on weekends that 
we would drive up Sunday for a day of 
relaxation. Upon arriving at the camp­ 
site Sunday afternoon we spottted the 
boys’ truck and decided to go visit with 
them. The boys were sitting around the 
table, talking and munching on whatever 
boys scrounge up to take camping. 
Rather than invade their privacy for 
any length of time we occupied a camp­ 
site next to theirs. Our plan was to cook 
up some hot dogs and inyite the boys 
over to eat. 


About this time they all put their sl­ 
eeping bags down in a sunny clearing and 
then they all lay down to get some sun. 
About this time my wife and I put some 
dogs on to cook and were having a cool 
one, really relaxing and enjoying the out­ 
doors. After eating and taking a few pic­ 
tures, it all seemed to start happening... 


First the presence of a ranger truck, 
not unusual. Sheriffs poking around in 
the brush and coming up to where the 
boys were laying got our attention. Next 
thing the sheriffs were at our camp ask­ 
ing me for my I.D. The ranger started 
telling us he had a complaint that the two 
campsites were atrocious. (If the camp­ 
site was dirty, it was from the previous 
occupants, or perhaps the ranger had 
been spending too much time on his 
posterior). We attempted to explain 
everything we brought with us was right 
on the table in front of us. 


I will have to omit a lot of the details 
that followed due to time and space. 
What primarily took place was the inva­ 
sion of the boys’ campsite. The boys 
were up and around by this time. I 
observed the boys being pushed around, 
handcuffed and placed under arrest. My 
15-year-old was held from behind, hand­ 
cuffed and one of the officers sprayed 
Mace (possibly tear gas) in his eyes. We 
discovered later the spray was held so 
close to his eyes the nozzle of the can 
jarred his eye, causing some marks on 
the eyelid. My wife was on the scene 
befMre I was and while making an effort * 
to assist her sons was also arrested and 
handcuffed. I avoided making any 
physical contact with any of the officers 
as they yell assault. I tried to reason 
with the officer that was holding my 17- 
year-old. All he could say was that my 
son was resisting arrest. Arrest for 
what? I asked. He won’t tell me his 
name, was his intelligent reply. Just 
prior to this they had taken the boys’ I.D. 
and were still in possession of them. 


It’s ironical this being the year of our 
bicentennial and freedom, so much a 
part of our heritage that such an in­ 
justice could take place in one of our 
national parks. It’s not only ironical, it’s 
hypocritical and a shadow on this great 
country that we have no better qualified 
people to represent the laws that are 
made to protect and help the people. In 
my mind I can visualize the bedlam that 
took place that Sunday afternoon — S.S. 
arm bands and swastikas on the sheriffs 
and rangers uniforms would have been 
appropriate with their actions and com­ 
pleted the picture. 


As for the ranger, if he hadn’t left his 
backbone and sense of duty at home that 
day I feel what took place could have 
been prevented. If he felt the boys’camp- 
site was offensive then he should have 
acted like a man, did his job and ask the 
boys to tidy up the site. My sons and their 
pals have always thought of rangers with 
some respect and a touch of admiration 
for what they do. However, congratula­ 
tions ranger, whoever you are, you have 
just reversed these feelings and given 
our youth another authority figure to dis­ 
like and distrust. 


As I write this I think of my family and 
wonder if next time we want to get away 
from it all we just might camp in the 
backyard. I have sincerely tried to be un­ 
biased in my appraisal of the situations. 
I hope I have. But as I watched them 
drive away with my family that day 1 
cannot express here the feelings of hate, 
anguish and disbelief in what had just 
taken place in the span of a few minutes. 
Even as I write this I still have moments 
of disbelief, but the silence is like 
thunder in my home and I realize it all 
happened.
